THE STORY OF THE 
NEANDERTHAL MAN 


Almost the most significant part 
of increase in knowledge of the 
descent of man is the establigh- 
ment of the fossil relics known as 
Neanderthal man as representing 
a distinct species, human, yet not 
poss of our ancestry, which came 
to existence, spread over a large 
part of the world, developed a cul- 
ture, and disappeared totally. 
In 1858, Schaaffhausen, a well- 
known German anatomist, pub- 
lished a full description of re- 
markable human remains which 


had been found the year before in 
a limestone cave in the Neander- 
thal, between Dusseldorf and 
berfeld. The physical and chem- 
ical condition of the bones, the 
site in which they were found, and 
their association with animals 4f 
A type long extinct, pointed to the 


conclusion that they dated from «a 
period far antecedent to bistorical 
times. Their structure showed 
that they belonged to a man very | 
different in appearance from any. 
known race, and there were not a; 
few authorities who interpreted 
them as no more than an indi- | 
vidual abnormality of interest only 
from the point of view of path- 
ology. In 1862, Huxley obtained 
drawings and casts and made a} 
careful study of them, insisting In 
particular on the protruding jaws, 
the powerful teeth, the long, nar- 
row and flat skull with extremely 
salient ridges vver the eyes. He 
noted, however, the relatively large 
capacity of the brain case, and 
came to the decision that the skull, 
although more ape-like than that 
of any known human race, could 
not be interpreted as evidence of 
a “link” between man and ares. 
Since then fossil human remains 
discovered in many 
other localities. Of these, at least 
fifteen definitely belong to the Ne-

They show 
clearly that this human species, 
whatever its place of origin, was 
widespread ‘n Europe before the 
last Ice Age, and then became ex- 
tinct, apparently not having 
crossed th other species of man 
and therefore having no part in 
our ancestry.
